The Bank of Englend—the largest benk in the 
world—was founred in 1694. Several schemes had 
been suggested by different individaals for a bank 
ing estadiishment; but at last the project af a Scoteh 
gentleman of the name of Patterson was acted on 
The government of William Ill. being in great 
Want of money, it was propesed to lend it £1. 200, 
000, on the condition of the lenders receiving a 
charter of incorporation as a benking company 
This was agreed to; the snbseription list was fillet 
im tem deys, and on the 27th of July, 1iv4, the 
Bank received its churter of incorporation By this 
charter, the management of the bank was commit 
ted to a governor, deputy governor. and twenty-four 
directors. The charter was at first limited to eleven 
years; bot it has been renewed at successive 
pevieds since—the last renewal was in 1835, when 
it wae extended till 1855 with a proviso, that 
if Parliament think fir, and the money

GALVANIZED TRON. 


iron is a pplied term for iron 
covered with site. It is made by plunging it into 
a bath ot melted zine when it will receive a portion 
of the zine apon its surface ; great care, however 
| is necessary, for if the iron is too highty heated the 
cone will enter into the ultimate particles and render 
it brittle. If it be not heated enough the zine will 
peel off, Under some circumstances galvanized 
iron will withetand oxydation, but if the zine be 
| comes abraded on ite surface, it will rest much 
| more rapidly than it would originally, beeause an 
electrical effect then takes place and soon uses up 
j the iron. Galvan'ved iron is inappropriate tor 
jebains. Salt water oxydires it in several ways; 
| giving it sometimes the appearance of plum bago 
| 














The reason of this ie that the ocean contains iodine 
in large masses , this is very volatile and passes 
through the particles of meals, and it will disinte- 
| erate the particles of iron. Salt water also contains 
| the chloride of sodium or common salt, phosphoric
